Water  Supply 

All  the  Area  is  supr^lied  by  the  Brtdport  Wn.-ber  Wur’ke 
C'^Tippny  from  the  source  at  Litton  Cheney,  about  6 miles  east  of 
the  Borough.  An  addit  driven  into  the  hillside  taps  the  spriaga 
and  this  addit  enters  a small  collecting  chamber  built  into  the 
hillside.  This  also  houses  the  chlorinating  plant.  The  raw 
water  is  hard  and  pure  in  Quality.  A ma,ximum  of  320,000  gallons 
per  day  is  delivered  Into  the  mains  when  the  springs  are  at 
their  highest  flow.  No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any 
form  of  contamination.  8 samples  were  sent  for  analysis  and  the 
results  were  all  very  satisfactory.  Approximately  145  houses 
are  supplied  by  outside  taps,  the  rest  have  water  led  into  the 
houses .
